Filling: Place 4 tablespoons of 
butter and 3 squares of unsweet-:

Add 14 
cups milk and .1 cup sugar and 
heat until the milk is scalded. 
Make a smooth paste with 4 ta- 
blespoons cornstarch, 2 table- 
spoons flour, a pinch of salt and 
% cup cald milk. Stir into the 
chocolate’ and milk mixture. 
Cook until thick and glossy and 
continue cooking 10 minutes. 
Remove from the fire and add the 
well-beaten yolks of 4 eggs. Cook 
1 minute longer, add 14 teaspoon 
vanilla and cool slightly. Turn 
into the baked pie .shell and 
cover with a meringue.
